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Small Bili.8.— Some of the State Legislature 
are psssing laws to expel small bank bills from cir- 
culation. We do not profess to have given a very 
cireful consideration to this matter, but our decided 
conviction is that the policy is not judicious. We 
do not kuow of any evil attending the circulation of 
small bills, that does not, in an equal if not a larger 
degree, attend the circulation of large ones. The 
holder of a small bank bill is certainly as safe as 
the holder of a large one; and, if we look through 
the country, we rind, as a general rule, that the 
mUI banks are the »»md<-st banks. The New 
England, the New York, the New Jersey, and tbe 
Kentucky bank*, all of which issue smail bills, are 
piling specie, while the banks of Pennsylvania, a 
State that prohibit* the issue of small bills and 
makes it a penal offense to pass them, don't pay a 
dollar in gold or silver. 

We do not very often agree with the New Yoik 
Tribune, but we agree with it when it says that this 
scheme of reforming the circulation by suppressing 
small bills is a twopenny affair entirely. It savor9 
almost wholly of quackery. There is no argument 
i that docs not lie with equal force 
ind there are many arguments 
iu favor of sim.ll bills that do not exist for large 
ones. They ate a great public convenience. They 
are of sen-ice for small remittances— indeed, for this 
purpose they are quite indispensable. If the small 
bills are only good, nothing can be an improvement 
upon them as a medium for small exchanges and 
daily current expenditures. Besides, in many com- 
munities it is small bills or nothing. Specie does 
cot readily rind its way to remote jtoints from the 
commercial centers. And if the small bills of the 
country banks are suppressed, their place will go 
unfilled. The great function of country banks is to 
create a circulating medium where none existed lie- 
fore; and this is the thing they ao beyond all doubt. 
Abolish them, and you strike that circulating me- 
dium out of existence. Coin does not now in, ne- 
cessarily, to fill the channel.- which the paper money 
rilled. This is true of all bank bills. It is true of 
the small bills as well. Our difficulties are by no 
means to l>e attributed solely to the banks. If we 
are to have paper money at all, let us have that sort 
which people most want, and this, as all experience 
shows, wherever the attempt has been made to re- 
Etrict their circulation, is simply small bills. 

Undoubtedly we feel a personal interest in this 
matter. If small bank-bills were expelled from 
circulation, thousands of our small debtors would 
find much difficulty in transmitting to us their dues. 
The evil however would not lie confined to the editors 
End proprietors of newspapers — it would extend to 
numerous other classes of business men.

tJsTThe Governor of Mississippi, iu his last annual 
message, made no allusion to the largely accumula- 
ting bonds of the State, now unpaid for eighteen 
years or more. The validity of those lionds was at 
one time disputed as to a portion of them, but the 
Courts of the State have finally and fully acknowl- 
edged their validity, and the State creditors have the 
strongest c 1 iiin? for indemnity. Yet we see no meas- 
ures taken by the Legislature to pay such bonds, al- 
though a specific and moderate tax upon four millions 
of property owned in Mississippi would realize am- 
ple funds to pay the long arrears of interest. 

The hardship of the case is somewhat more prom- 
inent when we find that Mississippi has over one 
million of dollars surplus funds which have been

The 
trial has been jsjst poned from tern to term, but it 
is thought the case w ill be tinaily disposed of at the 
present sitting of the court at Hickman, Ky., which 
commenced on Tue.-day. A witness in the case, 
who was passenger on the bout at tbe time, states 
that Capt. Sebastian knew nothing whatever of the 
disappearance of the man. He hac been tied to a 
stanchion on the lower <l<>ck, and the captain, who 
also acted as pilot of the boat, was at the wheel 
when the man disappeared. The impression pre- 
vailed that he jumped overboard and was drowned. 
The statement that the bod* hud been found tied to 
a chair is flatly contradicted.

The Rf.d River Settlement. — Rebellion 
against the IIuiison's Bav Compant.— The Hud- 
son's Bay Company claim not only exclusive juris- 
diction, but the ownership of the soil and the mon- 
opoly of trJde in all the vast territory over which 
their grant extend*. Tf.ere is an earnest feeling in 
Canada which looks toward the abolition of its char- 
ter, and a letter to the Toronto Globe informs us of 
an actual rebellion against the Hudson's Bay Com- 
panv's officers at Red Kiver Settlement. The letter 
says: 

Some months ago one Mr. Bannatyne, an active 
and enterprising Scotchman, set out on a fur-trading 
expedition. He had a boat, with a quantity of 
goods, and six or seven men His intention was to 
proceed up the great f Saskatchewan valley. On 
reaching Norway House — a village at the northern 
extremitv of Lake Winnipeg, and 300 miles distant 
from Red River — Mr. Bannatyne was unceremoni- 
ously seized and imprisoned by Mr. Barnston, the 
Hudson's Bay official in charge. There be was de- 
tained until the boxw arrived from York Fort with 
the rides from Canada. 

Mr. Sinclair, a chief factor of the Company, was 
in charge of the Uiats which brought up the Riflemen. 
He brought Mr. Bannatyne back to Red River to 
stand trial, and gave him up to Mr. Tavish, the act- 
ing Governor of the Colony . The question was now 
w hat punishment should be inrlicied on this culprit, 
Bannatyne, for having dared to trade in the territo- 
ries of the Company. While arrangements were go- 
ing on, a storm of indignation was arising through- 
out our little Colony that threatened the forcible 
expulsion of Company, Riflemen, and all, and com- 
pelled the release of Mr. Btonatyne. He is now 
free, and has univeis.il swnpathy on his side. How 
long will this state of things continue ? Far better 
join the States at once than be thus tyrannized over. 
Is it really the case that the English Government 
has sent out these Canadian rifles to enforce the de- 
funct and contempfiol- rules of this monopoly ?

For four nights and five 
days be war_der*d thus, ''with nothing to eat, no 
lire, no place to slee;>, and s.>w no sign of a human 
being," he says, ill tint fearful period. At last his 
strength failed, and he -.ulleuly sat down, resolved 
to die, as he knew he could never make his way out 
of the iuterminalle labyrinth of swamps. His dog 
had even to be coaxed to follow him; for it, too, was 
worn down with hunger and fatigue. Calling it to 
him, in this las t desj erate extremity, he plunged 
his knife into its breast, aid tearing' out its liver, 
devoured a part if it raw and bltediug. 

Even famished as he was, this BBBatanl mess 
sickened him, and he threw it away. The last hope 
that nerved him vanished and his counae forsook 
him. Unable topo further, he lay down under some 
bushes, and made a sort of shelter by pieces of 
bark, &c., resolved to await the death he knew must 
soon relieve him. What, feelings must his have 
been! — lying down to await a slow and terrible fate, 
no eye to witness his last moments, far from home, 
in a wilderness, where no rites of sepulture, even, 
would await his body! 

But hatk, tie sound of human voices thrills 
through him — ao he is not deceived — it is!

Nothing more was s»en of them until the 27th, 
when, approaching Green Kiver, some live or six 
were observed, but they fled lnjfoiti the advance 
guard could reach them." On that afternoon there 
was a rumor that the company under Leiut. Deshler 
would be attacked; he had bat 30 men, and had in 
charge tome of the supply trains. The advance 
guard btarted at night to his relief, and made a 
forced march of H miles, to find Lieut. 1). and his 
train safe. 

The army concentrated at Ham's Fork, and on 
the 3d October the Mormons burned three supply 
trains containing some of the commissary stores. 
They also succeeded in running off the oxen. Ou 
the 2d and 5th they burned the grass, but the army 
succeeded in extinguishing the flames before they 
reached the camp. 

On the 11th the party started up Ham's Fork to 
go to Salt Lake City, the traiu of mule and ox 
wagons stretching out some six or seven miles, con- 
sequently moving but slowly. When within a mile 
of the Oregon road, a pai ty mounted on mules was 
sent to prospect a road over to Henry's Fotk. Thi? 
party fell in with a'toat rift v Mormons coming to- 
ward the camp. Captain M«rcy, who was in com- 
mand of the prospecting party, approached near 
enough for speech with th?ir leader befi;ro they were 
recognized as Americau troops, when th> \ at ouce 
made off. No harm being attempted toward them, 
such being the instruction of Col. Alexaudtr. 

A party which started later, in the same direction, 
numbering eight men, met the same pany, put them 
to flight, ate a coiufortabiu breakfast the party had 
cooked hut left in their haste to fly, and brought two 
mules of the routed party into camp. The Mormons 
being mounted on pouids. they outran the mules of 
the soldiers. 

The first severe snow storm was on the ni^hl of 
the lG;h of Octoiier. Suow lay on the ground on 
the 17th fully ei^ht inche?.

iJjT We are glad to learu that the home of Mr- 
Vogdcs, which was burned down a few nights ago, 
was fully insured. 

The following we extract from a Cairo letter to 
the St. Louis Democrat: 

The Xew .WmongaJula — Particulars of the Acci- 
dent — The Herald returned here last night about 1 
o'clock from the Xew Monongabel.i, bringing a por« 
tion of her cargo. She found ujion her arrival at 
the scene of action that the water was so scant and 
falling so fast that it would be itnpostdble to take 
off all the freight of the Mon >nguhela, and had to 
put back a portion of it to enable ker (the Herald) 
to get out safe herself. 

W hat she brought down was stored on Messrs. 
Phillips, Hunt, & Co.'s wharf l.oat, when she re- 
turned to bring out the balance of the freight and 
passengers. She arrived here the second time, about 
y this morning, bringing all the passengers and some 
freight. Everything being disposed of thistiip, she 
again returned, and arrived here at 6 o'clock this 
evening, with all the freight and most of the crew. 
Capt. Cox, of the ill-fated steame - , entered protest 
here. The freight was all saved except the salt 
thrown overboard, as reported yesterday. 

The officers think the boat may yet be saved; if 
the river should rise soon, she wiil sustain but little 
damage, but, if it should continue to recede, as it is 
now, her case is doubtful, and her position is very 
precarious. There is about 18 inches water at her 
bow, four to six feet amidships, asd about t wo feet 
at her stern. She lies nearly half a mile from the 
present channel. We learn that she is insured in 
Pittsburg offices for about $30,000. 

Captain Sebastian and officers, of the Ohio Belle, 
were in town to-day, returning from Blandville, 
Ky., where they were indicted for the murder of one 
Jones, the clerk of the lioat, at this place some year 
or more ago. They were all honorably acquitted.

Any one acquainted with the lobby practice here 
will not find it difficult to account for the expendi- 
ture of the $80,(mi0 charged to the tariff on the 
books of the Middlesex Corporation, without impli- 
cating members of Congrcis. When it was known 
that the agents of the rich manufacturing companies 
were here, the loblr} settled upon them like a swarm 
of locusts, and either for promised to or as a black 
mail for not opposing the tariff bill, extorted sums 
as retainers with large fees contingent on success. 
These men bo .st of their control of a great, r or ieseer 
number of votes, one claiming that he carries sixty- 
five in his pocket, and unscrupulous in their repre- 
sentations and demands they extorted fees of from 
81,000 to $10,000 to lie paid iu case the bill passed.
